He has no political point of view nor are his claas 
foelings very developed. He has never belonged to any syniicate. after the 
war Was over he worked in Bilbm ina wire factory where there were about 
a thousand workesn. He final'y left work in order to devote himself to the 
Bleck Market because, seording: to hin, it was impossible to live on what he 
.was gridit at the factory. Me lived in Ritionalist circles, they were the 
only ones with which he was con-ected. For this reason his report is rather 
incomplete, and in some cases lacks objectivity. He is rather reserved,

ATTITUDE OF THE SPANIARDS TOWARDS THE ANTI-NITLER WAR, — In the graphic 
words of the informant, 90% of Spaniards are partisans of England. . The 
workers, peasants, petit-dcurgeois, capitalists, and some of the clergy, 
(later he told us the majority of the Basque cures) are cn the alded England, 
although in a passive way, and against Germany and the Falange. 
The gonsral opinion which ie expressed in ccnvarsations between groups of 
. friends, and lately also in the street, is that the defeat of Germany ia ine 
' evitable, due, sscording to our informant, to the fact that the Allies have 
; more econoric resources and more primiry materials. It is thought that the 
United States will be a very important factor in therelieation of victory. 
Alae the defeats euffered by Germany on the Bastern front contribute to 
estreacing this opinion. 
In Spain everyone is tired of the war, and no one wishes Spain to take part 
in it. There people are in a real panic on this score. Our informant thinks 
that if Franco should decide to ficht, in viewd the terrorist nature of the 
Regine, the people would have to obey. Later in another conversation he said that 
there were peonle who, in that case, would hide in the mountains, 
The defeats suffered by Qgrmany on the Eastern front were well knom 
there and contributed to increase the peoplefsa confidence. Hes ays that they 
said there that, in apite of their resistance, it was obvious that the Russi ans 
were not sufficiently prepared to fa-e a power like Germany. ; 
The entry of the United States into the war was received with ‘oy by the 
people who interpreted it as an event destined to shorten the war, of which thoy 
are all very tired over there. . 
The Ratification of the Anglo-Russian Pact ard the Amorican-Russian agreenmnt 
is known there, althcugh the range and content of the pact and the agremmtat 
were not imowmn.

SUPPORT OLVSN SY THS PRAM {TST REO'MS AD TR PALANGZ 7 PITLER, — our 
informant does nut know in whatqwantity they send reinforcements to the Biue 
Division. He thimkse that there is soze exa‘reration on this nuint on the pat . 
of the Falancist Press wtth tries in this way to encourage enthusiasm arong the 
young men. He knows that the place they report to and tra‘h is San Sebastian, 
and that from there they leave for thafrcnt. He thinks that they are st‘!ll 
sending people, but they are only "reliefs for those who come h:me. Ha adds 
that those wio go to the Division asul today,with very few exceptions, do it 
against their will. They get the majerity of those who go from the barracks, 
He says that many workmen went to Germany on account of the lack of food and 
work. Be does mt know how many but he thinks a fair wuantity. He says that the 
people take those things calzly generally, bacause they cannot do anytthz 
against them. He only heard that in Ip there had been soma scene with the 
Blue Diviebn or with the-workera who wire going to Germany but he zives nos 
actual details, saying that it is dangerous t. try and know too much. 

In Spain the fost fervent supporters of the Nasis are - Suner, Mimog Grande, 
Moscardo and other generals, and especially the "idealist® Falancists, or those 
who cuiuitted injustices or profitesred and are afraid of "the table being 
turned’, . . 

‘Be says that the Falange is only the si.adew of what it was during the 
war. That at the begin-ing sany people jo.ned it for safety's sake, cut now 
it is*dead thing that no one takes any notice of. The same happened with the 
"Flechas", "Frente de la Juventud® etc. The syndicates have xany members, 
because membership 1s obligatory in order to get work. The workers would not 
join them if they could help it. He says that all the directors are Falanz st 
bureaucrats who taxe a.vantage of thelr position to steal all thay can. He 
Cites-a3-anexanple the fact that employers are obliged to pay somet:inz as 
a contribution to the subsidy allocated to workesn with large femilies,.ut he 
Beye that the Palangista do not pay it to anybody, but spend it themselves.

subacriptions in the streets andi ask the reason for refusal, soa people answer = 
™Secause I do not wian to® 

He says that when Franco was at Bilbao the peqle remained in their houses 
and he was received only by four “chats bottes® in the offices of the Falange, 
At the end of Franco's gsech not a soul applaudal. Then eome Falangiat 
young ladies said, half in tears, ‘shat wo must do is buy a machine gun and 
shoot thea all®, 

Assistance to the primners, according to our informant is given by relations 
and friends. fheze is no organised agaistance, but he proceeds to tell us that 
certainl:; there have been collections sozetinsa in the factory inf avour of the 
prisoners, but “by groups of frienis®, He does not know of the activity of any 
organisation, as such. The nationaliste, according to him (he is a nationslist) 
are tne ones wno have some orgmisation, 

° They distributed there a speech made by Aguirre in America. (ne of the 

Prietote was also in circulation. He has no news of the other organisations 
although he admits that if they have any organisation they would not go and 
tell him avout it, 

When he is asked about the activity of the different organi sati ons of which 
the Frente Popular is composed, and the attitude of the militant party memers 
of these orgahisstions, he asserta categorically that there tne people are 
completely united, and there is now no talk of socialists, anarcniats, coazunists, 
republicans.etc. All treat each other as comrades, end help each other as far 
as they can. In Sain, esccording to our igformant, there are only now ensxies 
of Franco and the Palange, tho maintain a strict unitY among themselves; thay 
discuss the progress of the war together,cou:et on the situation ete. Hq says 
that the people wish for unity, resret the disunion there was before in Spain. 
and the quarrels between different parties and anti-fascist organisations. ~ ° 

Ha did n-t know of the shooting of Larra or Diegues. The execution of Larra . 
impressed him very much and he said Sate in order. to do what Lerra had done one 
would need plenty of guts.
